Gradual Phase-In Is Idea 
That Merits Consideration 


Some consumer watchdogs have come 


down hard on a proposal that 
the 


Department of Transportation (DOT) be 
permitted by Congress to phase in motor 
vehicle safety improvements over a two- 
year period rather than require all 
manufacturers to meet a given standard 
at one time. 


In a letter to the U.S.Senale, Tran- 


sportation Secretary John A. Volpe noted 
that under present law, standards have to 
be imposed across the board on all cars at 
a single date, and that date has to be set 
far enough in the future so that it is 
practicable for all manufacturers to 
achieve full compliance. 


Under phase-in authority, however, 


standard couldbeintroducedona gradual 
basis, thus bringing at least some cars 
under the standard sooner than an across- 
the- board deadline might. 


For example, a standard could be made 


effective for 25 per cent of all vehicles 
produced by any manufacturer beginning 
Sept. 1, 1973, for 50 per cent of one 
manufacturer's vehicles beginning Sept. 
1, 1974 and for all of its vehicles beginning 
Sept. 1, 1975. 


One of the more dubious objections has 


been voiced by Dr. Carl Nash of the Ralph 
Nader-affiliated Public Interest Research 
Group. 


The DOT proposal, he says, would be 


likely to discriminate against buyers of 
lower priced cars, since manufacturers 
would be more likely to introduce safety 
features on higher priced, higher markup 
models earlier and on their lowest priced 
cars "only when finally required to do 
so." 


Yet it could be argued that, even if this 


is true, refusal to grant phase-in authority 
would discriminate against those people 
who a re going to buy higher priced models 
anyway by denying them safety features 
they might otherwise have had. 


It could also be argued that the present 


"lowest common denominator" system, 
which delays the adoption of a certain 
standard to some date when every 
manufacturer can meet it, discriminates 
against everyone who buys a car before 
that date, high priced or low priced. 


Morever, there is many a slip twixt 


drawing board and actual highway ex- 
perience with millions of cars. Putting 
improvements into production on a 
gradual basis could reveal unforeseen 
bugs and give the industry that much 
more time to correct them. 


In any event, most safety experts seem 


to be of the cautious opinion that the DOT 
proposal at least merits serious study. 


It Isn't Going To Help 
Enlist A Volunteer Army 


Present and 
future generations of 


military personnel are not, after all, going 
lo miss out on 'one of life's great ex- 
periences, K.P. 


The House Appropriations Committee, 


in cutting the Defense Department's 
budget proposal by $5 billion, ordered the 
armed forces to begin phasing out their 
program of hiring civilians to do KP and 
such other jobs as picking up those 
cigarette butts that careless smokers toss 
around military posts by the millions. 


And since the committee's word usually 


ends upas law in matters like this, it looks 
as though America will be made safe for 
mess sergeants once again. 


Most veterans do not need 
any 


reminding, but for the uninitiated, "KP" 
stands for "kitchen police." It is a job 
always reserved for lower grade enlisted 
men, officers traditionally being too busy 
polishing 
their 
shoes 
and non- 


commissioned officers being loo busy 
checking the beer supply at the NCO club 
to get involved. 


When you do kitchen police duty, you 


get up at 4 a.m. or so and work for 16 or 20 
hours, scrubbing floors, washing pots and 
pans, cleaning sewers 
and being 


threatened with firing squads by mess 
sergeants and cooks whose goal in life it is 
to keep the "KP" working at all times no 
matter what. 


The military, in a rare burst of 


enlightenment, had decided that jobs like 
this were demoralizing, and began its 
"civilianization" 
program 
(sound 


familiar?) as part of its drive toward 
making the services more attractive for 
an nil-volunteer force. 


The 
Appropriations 
Committee, 


however, has decided that using civilians 
was costing loo much money for too little 
results and lhat doing KP and scouring 


the general's lawn for cigarette butts do 
not detract from a serviceman's image. 


Its report even went so far as to say that 


"these are wholesome and character 
building duties which enhance a ser- 
viceman's pride in the services and the 
facilities made available to him by the 
American people." 


Servicemen, over the years, have called 


KP many things. Most of them are un- 
printable and 
none of them 
are 


"wholesome and character building." 


The money involved is, in the Pentagon 


scheme of things, relatively insignificant. 
The Pentagon wanted $264 million for its 
civilianization program, which is less 
than one-half of one per cent of the total 
budget request and just about the size of a 
typical year's cost overrun on a defense 
contract. 


The committee chose, however, to take 


the easy way out, paying for the good old 
hardware items such as the Grumman F- 
14A fighter, which costs $16.8 million a 
plane, and ignore the less tangible 
elements of the pride and self respect of 
human beings. 


To describe KP as "character- 


building" is absurd. Atbest it is a waste of 
lime. 


And if we ever expect to have fully 


professional armed forces whose mem- 
bers look upon their job as constructive 
and worthwhile, we cannot afford to treat 
military personnel like slave labor. 


The military can certainly not be ac- 


cused of being ahead of its time. In many 
ways, in fact, it is not even far enough 
advanced to be trying lo move into the 
20th. century. It is rather trying to move 
out of the Crusades era. 


With its action, the Appropriations 


Committee is saying, "To the rear, 
march."

Center, as the only nature 
areas of their lypc in south- 
western Michigan, was opened 
to memberships in May of 1971 
and has since grown to a total 
of about 300. Memberships are, 
priced at $5 for individuals, $10 
for 
families, $25 for con- 


tributing members, $100 for 
sustaining members, $500 for 
life members and $1,00(1 for 
benefactors.
